Baltimore, Md., Feb. 9.—Baltimore is 


•tHRgerlng under the fire loss Which no 
one has the temerity to put Into figurfes. 
The important commercial district is 
blackened ruins^, laid bare by a confla- 
gration which raged without a mo- 
mentary check from 10.45 a. m. Sunday 
until late yesterday afternoon. 
At 3 
o'clock the city officials again breathed. 
It was agreed the flames were under 
control. Ihcy had raged for 28 lioura. 
in spite of almost superhuman efforts 
put forth by the best fighting forces 
which more than half a dozen citiea 
wera able to muster. 


Tha city is overcast with gloom. The 
atores are closed in nearly every street 
Apparently there is but one cause for 
gladness, and that is that there are no 
homeless. The residence section of the 
<lty escaped. This phase of the situa- 
tion 
relieved 
the officials from auy 
thought other than the saving of prop- 
arty. 


Throughout the terrible contest in 
•which firemen and fire waged for su- 
premacy, humanity was 
handicapped 
by a gale which carried burning brands 
far over the heads of the workers and 
beyond the reach of the hundreds of 
streams of water poured into the rag- 
ing furnaoe». But for the work of vol- 
unteer» in seeking out and extinguish- 
ing these «mbers it is almost certain 
that the burned area would have been 
twice 
larger than it is. 
About 
75 
squares or about 140 acres are in ashes, 
extending from l^exington street, on 
the north, to Pratt street, on the south, 
and from Liberty street, on the west, 
to Jones' Falls, on the east. 


Insurance 
companies 
have opened 
temporary offices in the Lexington ho- 
tel, but their representatives decline to 
« t i m a t e the loss. The answer of one 
is typical of all: "It's too big. We have 
not figures to describe it. 
Make it 
above |100,000,000. That's the best we 
can do." 


The same indecision was true in re- 
gard to estimates concerning insur- 
/ ance. 


Colonel J. Frank Suppléé, a compe- 
tent authority on factory statistics, es- 
timates that the number of persons 
thrown out of employment will reach 
SO,000. Others have estimated the en- 
forced Idleness at greatly more. 


Inspector of Buildings Preston, after 
waking a careful study of the burned 
district, placed the building loss alone 
At 1150.000,000. 


Not a single life has been lost, and 
not a human being has been even 
dangerously 
i nj ured. 
The 
hospital 
llBtB consist of minor burns, with the 
exception of Jacob Ilgenfrltz, a fire- 
man from York, Pa. 
He has a frac- 
tured leg and is badly burned. 


City Under Martial Law. 


The city was early placed under mar- 
tial law, and thus all danger of looting 
in the doomed district was eliminated. 
General Corbln, of New York, arrived 
here today to take command of the 
federal troops. 
The presence of two 
regiments of militia, as aj^ adjunct to 
the police, which were a^liimenced uy 
details from Philadelphia and Wash- 
ington, resulted in tUQ maintenance of 
^ t h e best of order. 


No one dares to guess what would 
have'happened if the flames had jump- 
ed Jones' Falls. 
The, struggle yester- 
day was to confine the fire to the west 
side of the mudjdy little sU'eam. 
That 
this elîort was .succetjsful i^ merely the 
result of the fire burniug iXself out and 
comini'. In <;ontact in front with the 
cwnc^trated labors of neiarly 109 fire 
companies, aided by the powerful fire 
tug, ;he Oatavftct. Again a^id again the

Had the fire gaiupd a foothold in the 
east side lumber yards, it is conceded 
that nothing could have stopped the 
onslaught, nnd thf^ departments would 
have been poworloss to prevent dam- 
age as grnat as, if not greater, than 
that of the ChleaRO lire. 


Many Buildings Blown Up. 
Dynamite explosions were constant. 
The program adopted Sunday night of 
blowing up buildings In an attempt to j 
stay the pvoirr'^ss of the flames was 
continued untu the fire was under con- 
trol. 
Then 
the 
dynamiters 
turned 
their attention to razing tottering walls 
which threatf nod to collapse. The re- 
sult was almost constant cannonading, 
and the detonating was heard In all 
parts of the 


With the iire under 
control, 
the 
blackened wa^jte v/hlch lies In the wake 
of the soa of flames presents a view, 
terrible in its pyrotechnic grandeur. 
It can be likened best to oceans of 
great coke ovens, each shooting oat 
Its thousand toi^gu^s of flame from 
pyramids of brick, stono and cement. 
Where the flre haJ5 died out nothing 
remains bi^t waste, from which rise 
hundreds of towering, insecure shafts 
of the same color. 
These are all that 
is left of what were once handsome of- 
fice buildings, storage, wholesale and 
business h( 
'os of all kinds. 


The loss will not be>accarately esti- 
mated for weeks, for business men, 
proiipei ous Sv.nday morning, are poor 
today. Expressions hoard among these 
men as they peer into their collapsed 
propertli^a reveal an astounding num- 
ber whp were only poorly protected 
with Inrurance. 


Few persons explored fully even such 
portions of the burned district as tlie 
cooling ruins would permit, 
The high 
wind 
made it nearly impossible for 
any one to pass through the streets 
bordered by crumbling walls without 
grave danger to persoral safety. Tan- 
gled masses of wires cross and recross 
the streets, and these were lashed so 
furiously by the wind that they could 
have proved no more dangerous had 
they been alive. 
Some of these wires 
are strung from charred wooden poles 
which strangely are left standing in a 
section wVere buildings supposed to 
have been ilreprcof did not escape, and 
some hang from the side walls or cor- 
ners of what 
had once 
been oflice 


buildings. 


These ruins could be seen swaying 
back and forth, apparently ready 
collapse any minute. 
Many did fall 
durinp; the morning, carrying upward 
clouds of brick and 
mortar dirt so 
dense that even the smoke was ob- 
bcurt'd lor the moment. 
Flying glass, 
dust and gravel, sparks and embers 
filled the air. 
In this fearful district 
men prominent in the commercial life 
were found. Many with heat blistered 
and smoke begrimed faces had been up 
all night, and as the morning broke 
were taking their first inventory of 
losses. And that was only the trail of 
the Jlre fiend. The heat and the flames 
were then raging 
beyond, extending 
square by square until the very water's 
edge v/as reached.

nants of walls remain to mark the 
sltfs. The Baltimore American build- 
ing, one of the finest, is now but a mass 
of smouldering debris, save for renv 
nants and front and side walls. Arrows 
South street, where stood the Balti- 
more Sun bulldiuK. only the 
pillars 
that marked the front remain. 
Entire 
blocks just below there are wiped out 
without, In some cases, a wall left 
standing. 
From Fayette street down 
Holliday street, as 
far 
as 
German 
street, there Is no building left save 
the Corn and Flour Exchange, at the 
corner of German street That build- 
ing. whose 
walls 
tower ' above the 
crumbling debris of what were adjoin- 
ing structures, was gutted, and the 
standing walls formed a cauldron, tho 
flames of wMch burst at times through 
the window:., but could cause no furtb «r 
danipge. 
In tumorous other wrock'^d 
buildings the flames played about the 
debris and threatened to weaken 
I ho 
fonnuations of the few walls that were 
left strndirr. 


Like a grim tower in the ruins stands 


the walls of the 15-story Continental 
Trust company's building, 'i he walls o£ 
the Baltimorv and Ohio building aro 
also standing., but the 
Pennsylvania 
railroaf^ building, directly across Cal- 
vert titneet, is razed. 
Only the walls 
reri'.yin of the once stately Equitable 
building. 
Only remnants of one wall 
are left of what was the National ho- 
tel, at Holliday and Fayette strets. No 
buildlngi^ are left . tanding as far as 
the'eye can sec down Baltimore street 
from this point. 
All along South Gay 
street th^jre is the same picture of com- 
plete destri^ction. A broken sign aad 
a 1 ottering ivoiit 
v;all show wh-^re the 
Maryland W. C. T. U. building onco 
stood.

LAST STAND TO CHECK FLAMES 


Fircinen Won Desperate Fight at th« 


River Front. 


Afl the day wore on the forefront of 
the flre neared Jones' Falls, a small 
stream that trends novth and south 
and divides Baltimore from that por- 
tion of the city known as East Balti- 
mor«. This little stream was the last 
stand. 
If the conflagration leaped it, 
if by flying embers or a rush of flamo 
the flre could cross and gain a foot- 
hold Its extent could not be foretold. 
Tremendous efforts were made to block 
It. 
Dynamite was used freely. 
The 
fire apparatus was centered and all th-^ 
skill of the flre fighters called Into play 
to defeat the element that had eaten 
up millions of dollars worth of prop- 
erty. And human skill and pluck and 
grit and unfaltering courage won. The 
fire was checked. But behind it lay a 
great gutted waste of more than 140 
acres In extent. 


Every street that led to the fire area 
was crowded with awe-stricken spec- 
tators. 
Down the narrow gulch-llke 
streets the blsi-ck smoke hung densely, 
split now and then by a red glare of 
flame. 
The crash of falling buildings 
was lost In the roar of exploding dyna- 
mite as it wa^ used to demolish struc 
tures as yet untouched by fire. 
" The city was under the strictest mil- 
itary control. All around the burned 
area was stretcji^^d a cordon of soldiers, 
who held up all comers at the point of 
the bayonet. Police brought from the 
neighboring 
cities 
patrolled the dis- 
trict, and on every street; near the lim^ 
U^ of the flre .«trea paced armed seuti 
n^ls. 


Scene of Complete PevaGtation. 


The burned area is a scene of com 
pli^te devastation. 
Numberless buiid^ 
that we};e the pri^de of Baltimore, 
cob'tly and i;tately, and occupied; lov 
di^jers jurpu^e^ wjjre gutted, ar^d on^' 


ing occupied by the Iron Ship com- 
pany and by the 
British cou'^ late, 
whose building is a complete loss. Tho 
building used by the Cxcrman consu- 
late, on thir. nquare. r- also in ruins. 


Custom House Ruined. 


The 
costly 
Uni: sd States 
custom 
house, In course of construction, is said 
to be ruined. 
Tho marble blocks are 
badly damaged, the cornices on t^e 
aorth side are destroyed, and the mar- 
ble is cracked in a number of placcs. 
The on\y other federal building dam- 
ftged WHS the United States i^Joiehouse, 
No. 1, diagonally opposite. Here the in- 
terior sustained' serious damage, bun 
the outer 
walls are inta«'t, the only 
building in that section whose outer 
litructuro 
was 
preserved. 
Westward 
along Pratt street ie only debris from 
which flames leap and play. 


Dovm n-att street, west from Gay 
for several blocks, the oil in the wreck 
of the Standard Oil company's build- 
ings Ignited and tixere was a succes- 
sion of explosions, v/ith the bursting 
out of 
flames. 
At 
times the smoke 
rolled up and threw great black clouds 
over the ruins. 
Pratt street for many 
squares Is almost impassable by reason 
of hugs piles of masonry and the water 
with which the flre companies flooded 
that secticn. 
The electric wires are a 
tangled network, and the trolley wires 
are down In every direction. At O'Don- 
nell's wharf, where a freif^hc station 
of the Northern Central railroad is lo- 
cated, the flames fed all day on the In- 
flammable 
trimmings of the annex w 
the power house of the United Street 
railways. The walls of both buildings 
remain Intact. 


Many of the occupants of ilNfated 


Pratt street were saloonkeepers and 
dealers in second-hand goods. There is 
nothing tpday to indicate that these 
places ever existed save for brick piles. 
All the buildings at Dugan's wharf, 
nearby, 
were 
destroyed. 
Stretching 
from here down Bast and West Falls 
avenue were a number of business es- 
tablishments. Among these the Lime 
and Cement company's plant and the 
Cockran Ice house were burned. The 
large four-story bulluing of the Mc- 
Cormick Drag company, at East Fails 
avenue and Pratt street, was ruined. 
The WlHiam Tell house, a saloon and 
hotel, at East Falls avenue and Pratt 
street; the Hoffman house, another ho- 
tel nearby; the T. J, Myers large flve- 
story packing plant iind the W. W- 
Boyer packing plant vere destroyed. 


The 
Commercial 
building, a six- 
story building at the corner of Lom- 
bard and Gay street-s, stretching over 
half a block, is destroyed, 
but 
-the 


vaults ai^e safe. 


Buildings faprang into Jiving 
flame 
before fijre touched them, and brick and 
mortar crumbled Ijke chalk. 
The at- 
mosphere quivered, and in It, surround- 
ed by flre, the firemen of thig and other 
cities fought doggedly. 


The i^'ayette Street Episcopal church, 
one of Xhe oldest buildings in the cjty, 
has nqthing but ti|e outside walls left. 
On Gay street, between Lombard and 
Water ^streets, twq wholesalti ilquor es- 
tablislonents, 
the 
Jarrett 
Williams 
company, a five-story buildiug. and the 
Wilson Distilling company, a4so a five- 
story structure, are reduced to ashes, 
while a front wa^l Is aU tliav 
leit of 


the flvG-sl^ry wholesale liquor plant 
of Kuhl & Son. Tho Inflammable char- 
aeter of tho contents of these buildings 
will give an Idea of the fierceness of 
tho blaze. 
Spirits fed the Avood, and 


the heat was terrible. 


There were hundreds of other build- 
ings destroyed, including many of con- 
siderable commercial Importance, but 
their complete list would be but a busi- 
ness directory of the burned area. 
Many Daring Feats. 


While there wore no casualties to 
speak of, the great army of flro fight- 
ers performed many daring feats in 
their desperate attempt to stay the on- 
ward march of tho flames. Many times 
they were driven out of close and hot 
places dust as walls 
came 
toppling 
down. The last large building to fall a 
prey to the flames down along Jones' 
Falls nearly caught flve men. 
They 
were on the roof and directing their ef- 
forts to an adjoining structure, when a 
warning shout was sent up that the in- 
terior of the building on which thoy 
werA staiidiag was a mass of flames. 
They found their way to a tin gutter, 
where one by one they hung on and 
then stretched out their 
arms 
and 
grasped a telegraph pole which was 
planted close to the structure. 
They 
slid down 
and had not reached 
tho 
gi'ound when the roof fell in with a 
roar. This was only one Instance. Col- 
umns co'ud be written of hairbreadth 
escapes made during the 27-hours' bat- 
tle with the flames. 


All the out-of-town flre companies, 
because of the utter exhaustion of the 
local men, were given a free hand dur- 
ing the morning and early afternoon. 
More than a score of companies wore 
here 
irom 
New York, Philadelphia, 
Wilmington, Washington 
and 
small 
towns within a radius of 50 miles of 
Baltimore. 
Tl oir duty was to check 
the flames in their onward march to 
the southward. 
Thir- was a rather dif- 
ficult 
task, as both sides of Jones' 
Falls are lined with lumber yards and 
old buildings, which proved to be no 
better than tiud^r boxes. 
At 
every 
street the stream is spanned by a small 
bridge, and on each bridge two and 
sometimes three engines were standing 
taking water 
from the creek. Qia- 
tloned at various points In the lumber 
yards were other steamers also taking 
water iron, the stream. 
In-this man- 
ner the trayelling ^re fighters f ooi] 
side by side and strove to check the 
flames. 
The lumber yards on the ea.iU- 
ern .side of the creek were saved by-tho 
companies stationed In them throwing 
great quantities of water on tho piles 
of lumber, while the companies on the 
west side,of the narrow crecK poured 
water into the burnin? buildings. Tho 
engines on the bridiies also rendered 
valuable aid. 


Tho burned district, comprising 140 
acres of a rougMy drawn right angle 
triangle, Is piled with heaps and masses 
of brick, ston. and twisied iron, from 
which occasional walls of the more 
substantial structures to'-er. some of 
them i?ecmingly ready to fall a: any 
instant. Others retain the semblance 
of entire and ux^haimed buildings until 
closer inspections reveal the flre swept 
interiors. 


The New York 
firrmen, 
who were 
the last to arrive, owing to the long 
distance thfjy travelled, were the last 
to stand th« brunt of the flames, and 
when the flre began to burn itself out 
In the coal yard of the American Ico 
company, seven of their ten steamers 
were backed up against a bulkhea4 of 
the Paupsco river. 


Chere has been no looting or attempt al 
looting. 


Baltimore 1» m orderly wi a village^, 
and only the throb of tho laboring firo. 
englnes'and tho reverberating boom ')f ^ 
dynamite as it brings dangerous walls. 
to the ground, disturbs 
its 
wonted^ 
quiet 
Men who have lost all. who* 
were merchant princes yesterday and. 
aro practically beggared today, view, 
their great losses with a calm that Is^ 
cither the apathy of dazed senses ot> 
quiet 
resignation to the 
inevitable. 
This constitutes the most remarkable > 
phase of the measureless calamity that*: 
has befallen tho Monumenal City. 


So far there has been no call for aid.. 
Proffers of asssistance have come fronii 
many quarters, from sister cities, from- 
corporations and from private citizens,, 
but Baltimore cannot say whether or,» 
not It will bo needed or accepted. 


There Ib talk of a scaivlty of 
but at most this can bo but temporary,, 
and 24 hours should sufllce to brlUR* 
provisions In limitless quantities. 


Effect of Flre National In Scope. 
Baltimore, Feb. 
While the flro 
was confined within a certain territory 
of the city, the effect of the conflagra- 
tion will be more or less national In Its 
scope. Wholesale trade hero has been 
paralyzed 
for 
months to come, and 
southern buyers, a large number of 
whom deal In Baltimore, will have to 
go elsewhere to purchase their goods. 
The manufacluringcentersof tho coun- 
try will feel the efCoat to a more or less 
extent by the countermanding of or- 
ders. To many manufacturers the fir© 
will cause a positive loss in that they 
have been working on large- orders.

introduced a bill au- . 
thorizing Governor Warfield to declare, 
10 successive 
legal 
holidays In the , 
stricken city so as to ald^ property own- 
ers and other losers by tho flre to g^^t . 
their business affairs ' Into as good a . 
shape as possible. The bill, which was ^ 
passed and at once signed by the gov-. 
ernor, also authorizes him to extend 
the suspension of business beyond 10 » 
days if necessary. A bill to make a re- . 
lief appropriation, which was to have> 
been presented in the house by Rep- 
resentative Wells, of Prince'George's 1 
county, wnjs laid over until the condì-. 
tlons and amount needed can be ob- . 
talned.

Ihcy had raged for 28 hours, 
in spita of almost superhuman efforts 
put forth by the best fighting forces 
which more than half a dozen cities 
were able to muster. 
Tht city is overcast with gloom. The 
•tores are closed in nearly every street 
Apparently there is but one cause for 
gladness, and that is that there are no 
homeless. The residence section of the 
elty escaped. This phase of the situa­ 
tion 
relieved the officials from any 
thought other than the saving of prop­ 
erty. 
Tiiroughout the terrible contest in 
which firemen and fire waged for su­ 
premacy, humanity was handicapped 
by a gale which carried burning brands 
lar over the heads of the workers and 
beyond the reach of the hundreds of 
atreams of water poured into the rag­ 
ing furoaoaii. But for the work of vol- 
tinteers in seeking out and extinguish 
ing these embers it is almost certain 
that the burned area would have been 
twice 
larger than it is. 
About 
75 
squares or about 140 acres are in ashes, 
extending from liexington street, on 
the north, to Pratt street, on the south, 
and from Liberty street, on the west, 
to Jones' Falls, on the east. 
Insurance companies have opened 
temporary ofilces in the Lexington ho­ 
tel, but their representatives decline to 
estimate the loss. The answer of one 
Im typical of all: “It's too big. We have 
not figures to describe it. 
Make it 
above |100,000^000. That's the best we 
can do." 
The same indecision was true in re­ 
gard to estimates concerning insur- 
/ ance. 
Colonel J. Frank Suppléé, a compe­ 
tent authority on factory statistics, es­ 
timates that the number of persons 
thrown out of employment will reach 
to,000. Others have estimated the en­ 
forced idleness at greatly more. 
Inspector of Buildings Preston, after 
making a careful study of the burned 
district, placed the building loss alone 
mt 1150,000,000. 
Not a single life has been lost/ and 
act a human being has been even 
dangerously 
injured. 
The 
hospital 
lists consist of minor burns, with the 
exception of Jacob Ilgenfritz, a fire­ 
man from York, Pa. 
He has a frac­ 
tured leg and Js badly burned. 
City Under Martial Law. 
The city was early placed under mar­ 
tial law, and thus all danger of looting 
in the doomed district was eliminated. 
General Corbin, of .New York, arrived 
here today to take command of the 
federal troops. 
The presence of two 
regiments of militia^ as 
adjunct to 
the police, which were a^^iimented uy 
details from Philadelphia and Wash­ 
ington, resulted in thQ maintenance of 
^ t h e best of order. 
No-one dares to guess what would 
have happened if the flames had Jump­ 
ed Jones' Falls. The. Mruggle yester­ 
day was to confine the fire to the west 
side 0Î the mudjdy little sti’eam.

Had the fire gained a foothold in the 
east side lumber yards, it is conceded 
that nothing could have stopped the 
onslaught, nnd th^' departments would 
have been powerless to prevent dam­ 
age as groat as, if not greater, than 
that of the ChieaRo fire. 
Many Buildings Blown Up. 
Dynamite explosions were constant. 
The program adopted Sunday night of 
blowing up buildings in an attempt to 
stay the pronrr^ss of the flames was 
continued untii the fire was under con­ 
trol. 
Then the dynamiters turned 
their attention to razing tottering walls 
which threatf nod to collapse. The re­ 
sult was almost constant cannonading, 
and the detonating was heard in all 
parts of the c\\y. 
With tho iire under 
control, 
the 
blackened waste v/hich lies In the wake 
of the sea of flames presents a view, 
terrible in its pyrotechnic grandeur. 
It can be Hkcnrd best to oceans of 
great coke ovens» each shooting out 
its thousand tongues of flame from 
pyramids of brick, stone and cement. 
Where the fire has died out nothing 
remains bi^t waste, from which rise 
hundreds of towering, insecure shafts 
of the same color. These are all that 
Is left of what were once handsome of­ 
fice buildings, storage, wholesale and 
business h<\. ^es of ail kinds. 
The loss will not be'i^accarately esti­ 
mated for weeks, for business mon, 
prospei ous Si\nday morning, are poor 
today. Expressions heard among these 
men as they peer into their collapsed 
properties reveal an astounding num­ 
ber who were only poorly protected 
with inrurance. 
Few persons explored fully even such 
portions of the burned district as the 
cooling ruins would permit, The high 
wind 
made it nearly impossible for 
any one to pass through the streets 
bordered by crumbling walls without 
grave danger to personal safety. Tan­ 
gled masses of wires cross and recross 
the streets^ and these were lashed so 
furiously by the wind that they could 
have proved no more dangerous had 
they been alive. Some of these wires 
are strung from charred wooden poles 
which strangely are left standing in a 
section wl'ore buildings supposed to 
have been ilreprcof did not escape, and 
some hang from the side walls or cor­ 
ners of what had once 
been oflice 
buildings. 
These ruins could be seen swaying 
back and forth, apparently ready '^o 
collapse any minute. 
Many did fall 
durin?; the morning, carrying upward 
cloujds of brick and 
mortar dirt so 
dense that even the smoke was ob- 
bcurt'd lor the moment. Flying glass, 
dust and gravel, sparks and embers 
filled the air. 
In this fearful district 
men prominent in the commercial life 
were found. Many with heat blistered 
and smoke begrimed faces had been up 
all night, and as the morning broke 
were taking their first inventory of 
losses. And that was only the trail of 
the fire fiend. The heat and the fiâmes 
were then raging 
beyond, extending 
square by square until the very water's 
edge v/as reached. 


LAST STAND TO CHECK FLAMES 


Firemen Won Desperate Fight at the 
River Front. 
As the day wore on the forefront of 
the fire neared Jones' Falls, a small 
stream that trends north and south 
and divides Baltimore from that por­ 
tion of the city known as Bast Balti­ 
more. This little stream was the last 
stand. If the conflagration leaped it, 
if by flying embers or a rush of flamo 
the fire could cross and gain a foot­ 
hold its extent could not be foretold. 
Tremendous efforts were made to block 
it. Dynamite was used freely. 
The 
fire apparatus was centered and all th<^ 
skill of the fire fighters called Into play 
to defeat the Element that had eaten 
up millions of dollars worth of prop­ 
erty. And human skill and pluck and 
grit and unfaltering courage won. The 
fire was checked. But behind It lay a 
great gutted waste of more than 140 
acres in extent. 
Every street that led to the fire area 
was crowded with awe-stricken spec­ 
tators. 
Down the narrow gulch-like 
streets the blsi*ck smoke hung densely, 
split now and then by a red glare of 
flame. The crash of falling buildings 
was lost In the ^'oar of exploding dyna­ 
mite as it wa^ used to demolish struc­ 
tures as yet untouched by fire. 
^ The city was under the strictest mil­ 
itary control. All around the burned 
area was stretcji^^d a cordon of soldiers, 
who held up all comers at the point of 
the bayonet. Police brought from the 
neighboring cities patrolled the dis­ 
trict, and on every street; near the iim^- 
Jl^ of the fire ^rea paced armed seuti^ 
i^ls. 
Scene of Complete Qevastation» 
The burned area is a scene of com^ 
pifjte devastation. 
Numberless buiidf» 
that wei:e the pri^de of Baltimore, 
cow.tly and titately, and occupied; tor 
di^jers jurpo^s^ M^ere gutted, and only =

nants of walls remain to mark the 
sitfs. The Baltimore American build­ 
ing, one of the finest, is now but a mass 
of smouldering debris, save for rem­ 
nants and front and side walls. At‘ro:?3 
South street, where stood the Balti­ 
more Sun buildinfj, only tho pillars 
that marked the front remain. Entire 
blocks Just below there are wiped out 
without, in some cases, a wall left 
standing. 
From Fayette street down 
Holliday street as far as 
German 
street, there is no building left save 
the Corn and Flour Exchange, at the 
corner of German street That build­ 
ing, whose 
walls 
tower ' above the 
crumbling debris of what were adjoin­ 
ing structures, was gutted, and the 
standing walls formed a cauldron, tho 
flames of wMch burst at times through 
tho window:, but could cause no furtb «r 
dampge. 
In jiumcrous other wreck'^d 
buildings tho flames played about the 
debris and threatened to weaken I ho 
foiinuationG of the few walls that were 
left strndirr. 
Like a grim tower in the riiins stands 
the walls of tho 15-story Continental 
Trust company's building, 'i he walls of 
the Baltimore and Ohio building are 
also standing, but the 
Pennsylvania 
railroad building, directly across Cal­ 
vert street is razed. 
Only the walls 
rentain of the once stately Equitable 
building. 
Only remnants of one wall 
are left of what was the National ho­ 
tel. at Holliday and Fayette strets. No 
buildings- are left . tanding as far as 
the eye can sec down Baltimore street 
from this point All along South Gay 
street there is the same picture of com­ 
plete destrj’ction. A broken sign and 
a tottering iroiit v;all show wh'^ire the 
Maryland W. C. T. U. building onco 
stood. 
Adjoining this was the build­ 
ing occupied by the Iren Ship com­ 
pany and by the 
British con^ late, 
whose building is a complete loss. Tho 
building used by the Cxcrman consu­ 
late, on thin nquare, : •* also in ruins. 
Custom House Ruined. 
The costly Uni: ¿d States custom 
house, in course of construction, is said 
to be ruined. The marble blocks are 
badly damaged, the cornices on tiio 
jortn side are destroyed, and the mar­ 
ble is cracked in a number of places. 
The on\y other federal building dain- 
iiged Wits the United States >j^)oiehouBe, 
No. 1, diagonally opposite. Here the in­ 
terior .sustained* serious damage, but 
the outer v/alls are intact, the only 
building in that section whose outer 
structure was preserved. Westward 
along Pratt street is only debris from 
which flames leap and play. 
Dov/n I^’att street, west from Gay 
for several blocks, the oil in the wreck 
of the Standard Oil company’s build­ 
ings ignited and tliere was a succes­ 
sion of explosions, v/ith the bursting 
out of flames. 
At 
times the smoke 
rolled up and threw great black clouds 
over the ruins. Pratt iitreet for many 
squares is almost impassable by reason 
of hugs piles of masonry and the water 
with which the fire companies flooded 
that section. The electric wires are a 
tangled network, and the trolley wires 
are down in every direction. At O'Don­ 
nell's wharf, where a freii^hc station 
of tho Northern Central railroad is lo­ 
cated, the flames fed all day on the in­ 
flammable trimmings of the annex to 
the power house of the United Street 
railways. The walls of both buildings 
remain Intact. 
Many of the occupants of ill-fated 
Pratt street were saloonkeepers and 
dealers in second-hand goods. There is 
nothing tpday to indicate that these 
places ever existed save for brick piles. 
All the buildings at Dugan's wharf, 
nearby, 
were 
destroyed. 
Stretching 
from here down Bast and West Falls 
avenue were a number of bisiness es­ 
tablishments. Among these the Lime 
and Cement i^ompany's plant and the 
Cockran ice house were burned. The 
large four-story builuing of the Mc­ 
Cormick Driig company, at East Fails 
avenue and Pratt street, was ruined. 
The William Tell house, a saloon and 
hotel, at East Falls avenue and Pratt 
street; the Hoffman house, another ho­ 
tel nearby; the T. J. Myers large flve- 
story packing plant iind the W. W. 
Boyer packing plant "srere destroyed. 
The 
Commercial 
building, a six- 
story building at tha corner of Lom­ 
bard and Gay streets, stretching over 
half a block, is destroyed, but tho 
vaults aiHi safe. 
Buildings sprang into living fiamo 
before fii*e touched them, and brick and 
mortar crumbled like chalk. The at­ 
mosphere quivered^ and in it, surround­ 
ed by fire, the firemen of thig and other 
cities fought doggedly. 
The Fayette Svreet Episcopal church, 
one of ihe oldest buildings in the cjty, 
has nqthing but the outside walls left. 
On Gay street, between Lombard and 
Water streets, twq wholesaiu liquor es- 
tabllslonents, 
the Jarrett Williams 
company, a five-story buildiag, and the 
Wilson Distilling company, aiso a five- 
story structure, are reduced w ashes, 
while a front wall is ail that i^i left of 


the fivc-st^ry wholesale liquor plant 
of Kuhl & Son. Tho inflammable char­ 
acter of tho contents of these buildings 
will give an idea of the fl«rconess of 
tho blaze. 
Spirits fed the wood, and 
the heat was terrible. 
There were hundreds of other bulld- 
in.e:s destroyed, Including many of con­ 
siderable commercial importance, but 
their complete list would be but a busi­ 
ness directory of the burned area. 
Many Daring Feats. 
While there were no casualties to 
speak of, the great army of flro flght- 
ers performed many daring feats in 
their desperate attempt to stay the on­ 
ward march of the flames. Many times 
they were driven out of close and hot 
places just as walls 
came 
toppling 
down. The last large building to fall a 
prey to the flames down along Jones’ 
Falls nearly caught flve men. 
They 
were on the roof and directing their ef­ 
forts to an adjoining structure, when a 
waruirg shout was sent up that the in­ 
terior of the building on which they 
werA standing was a mass of flames, 
They found their way to a tin gutter, 
where one by one they hung on and 
then stretched out thoir 
arms 
and 
grasped a telegraph pole which was 
planted close to the structure. 
They 
slid down and had not reached tho 
gi'ound when the roof fell in with a 
roar. This was only one instance. Col­ 
umns CO’lid bo written of hairbreadth 
escapes made during the 27-hours' bat­ 
tle with the flames. 
All the out-of-town flre companies, 
because of the utter exhaustion of the 
local men, were given a free hand dur­ 
ing the morning and early afternoon. 
More than a score of companies were 
here irom 
New York, Philadelphia, 
Wilmington, Washington 
and 
small 
towns within a radius of 50 miles of 
Baltimore. 
Tl oir duty was to check 
the flames in their onward march to 
the southward. Thir was a rather dif­ 
ficult task, as both sides of Jones' 
Falls aro lined with lumber yards and 
old buildings, which proved to be no 
better than tinder boxes. 
At 
every 
street the stream is spanned by a small 
bridge, and on each bridge two and 
sometirr^es three engines were standing 
taking water from the creek. Sta­ 
tioned at variouo points In the lumber 
yards were other steamers also taking 
water iron, the stream. In this man­ 
ner the travelling ^re fighters ^ ood 
side by side and strove to check the 
flames. The lumber yards on the ea^U- 
ern .side of the creek were saved by-the 
companies stationed in them throwing 
great quantities of water on tho piles 
of lumber, w^hilo tho companies on the 
west side^of the narrow cree)r poured 
water into the burning* buildings, Tho 
enf^inos on the brid|',es also rendered 
valuable aid. 
Tho burned district, comprising 140 
acres of a rougaly drawn right angle 
triangle, is piled with heaps and masses 
of brick, ston. and iwisted Iron, from 
which occasional walls of the more 
substantial structures to’-'er, some of 
them seemingly ready to fall a: any 
Instant Others retain the semblance 
of entire and ux|haimed buildings until 
closer inspections reveal the fire swept 
interiors. 
The New York firrmen, who were 
the last to .arrive, owing to the long 
distance thf>y travelled, were the last 
to stand the brunt of the flo.mes, and 
when the fire began to burn itself out 
In the coal yard of the American Ico 
company, seven of their ten steamers 
were backed up against a bulkhea4 o£ 
the Patapsco river. 


ICEBERG 100 FEET HIGH 


One pf thd Spectacular Sights of Bal­ 
timore's Big Fire. 
One of the spectacular sights of the 
district is the lofty iceberg, lOQ feet 
high, left standing after the destruc­ 
tion of the wooden walls of an Ice 
house of the American Ice company. 
Long after the walls hod been, con- 
ßumed tho flremen continued to play 
several streams upon the berg, ilm saw­ 
dust in which the Ice was packed eeiwl- 
ing out dangerous sparks, until laß fire 
had been entirely quenched.

but Baltimore cannot say whether

There Is talk of a scai'city of food^i^ 
but at most this can bo but temporary» ^ 
and 24 hours should sufllce to bring* 
provisions in limitless quantities. 


Effect of Flre National In Scope. 
Baltimore, Feb. 9.—While the firo > 
was confined within a certain territory ^ 
of the city, the effect of the conflagra-. 
tion will be more or less national in its t 
scope. Wholesale trade here has been^ 
paralyzed for months to come, and 
southern buyers, a large number of 
whom deal in Baltimore, will have to > 
go elsewhere to purchase thoir goods. 
The manufacturing centers of tho coun-. 
try will feel the effoot to a more or less ^ 
extent by the countermanding of or-, 
ders. To many manufacturers the fire^ 
will cause a positive loss in that they - 
have been working on largO' orders.

SEA GULLS ON GREAT LAKES. 


One of the most delishtful experi- 
ences for passoni^ers on the vessels 
that ply 
the Great Lakes is to feed 
the sea jrulls from the stern of the sbip. 


The gulls have learned that the bif? 
roaring tbhi^s with smokin;; funnels 
are not to ho feared, and they will 
soar so close to tbem that one can see 
their bright eyes and tbeir beautiful 
red legs, delicate in form as those of 
a small pigeon. 


It has become a regular custom on 
many of the passenger boats to throw 
the waste from the kitchen overboard 
at certain • places. 
On the steamers 
crossing Lake Ontario this is done in 
the middle of the lake; and even if not 
a gull is in sight just before it happens, 
the refuse has barely fallen into the 
water before the sky is dotted with the 
grand white birds. 


Within a few moments there are 
hundreds of them, all wheeling astern 
of the ship and screaming as they race 
for choice particles of food. 


Then the wonderful keenness of sight 
of the birds can be .realized. 
For if 
a passenger standing on the stern 
throws over a piece of rread or fruit 
not larger than a nut, it rarely reaches 
the water. One of the eawr gulls will 
Bieze it before it has fallen. 


When a gull pounces on a bit of food 
It drops its legs until they hang down. 
Then it checks its flight so suddenly 
that almost instantly it is absolutely 
motionless in midair. 
The next mo- 
ment it drops straight a® a plummet 
right on top of the hurtling morsel. 


Sometimes two or more birds will es- 
say to drop on the same pieco of food. 
They dive toward each other with such 
momentum that the spectator is sure 
that they will collide in the air; but 
so perfect is their flight that they will 
swerve Just in the nick of time, whyn 
there does not seem to be the tenth of 
an inch between them. 


Then the one that is lucky enough to 
get the covcted food gulps it quickly 
and the rest scream with wrath until 
another piece is thrown to them, when 
the same performance is repeated.—

point of view it seems cruel for a su­ 
perior race to thus dispossess the an­ 
cient lord of the land. 
But the other 
way would have been the end of prog* 
ress, and that is not the law of nature. 
If it is wrong to take the Indian Ter* 
rltory it Avas wrong to take any part 
of the American continent. 
And real­ 
ly it has all been taken. The purchase 
lias been nominal, from the beads and 
hatchets to the coin of the United 
States. There has been a real consid­ 
eration in every instance, for the beads 
were worth as much then as the dol­ 
lars are worth now, but in point of 
fact the Indian who bartered with 
Penn did not understand what it meant 
to pass title and the Indian of to-day 
has little more real comprehension of 
w hat this transaction involves. 
Be­ 
sides, the Indian has had no choice. If 
he had refused to sell for beads our 
colonial sires would have found a way, 
as their sons found a way, to overrun 
this vast territory set apart for the 
civilized, tribes.—Fort Worth Register.

K lectrlcal Proj^rp««. 
A new use for tho automobile has 
been found in Weston City, Iowa. The 
owner of one of these machines stopped 
it in the town street to watch 
gang 
of laborers, who wore using a windlass 
from drawing an electric cable into 
a conduit. It struck him that the pro­ 
cess was tedious and laborious. After 
looking on for a few minutes, he in­ 
vited the foreman of the construction 
crew to fasten the draw strand, by 
means of which the cable was being 
pulled Into the duct, to the rear of the 
automobile. 
This was done, and the 
machine moved 
steadily 
down 
the 
street, taking the cable and draw wire 
with it more smoothly and evenly 
than could have been done with the 
windlass. 
In half an hour the auto­ 
mobile had accomplished as much as 
three men could have finished In a 
day. While this use of the automobile 
may not be generally feasible or de­ 
sirable, it shows what modern vehicles 
are capable of in an emergency. 
Another illustration of this occurred 
not long ago at a /country telephone 
exchange, where it was found neces­ 
sary to repair the batteries. An electric 
motor car that had opportunely stopped 
at the entrance of the exchange fur­ 
nished the power required to continue 
service. 
Leads were taken from its 
battery and attached to the proper 
points in the terminal room of the 
exchange, and the service went on un­ 
interruptedly until the repairs w'ere 
completed.

HE bane of the American In public life is notoriety—the 
most difficult thing for him to avoid. 
Always a spectacular 
people, we are growing more and more accustomed to the 
publicity that is demanded and enjoyed by both the actors 
and the audience, and liave dropped all too easily into the 
habit of having people regard us as being of more import­ 
ance than in reality we are. 
This is one of the vices of 
the age. 
But, claim some, thè desire for renown, the thirst for 
fame, is highly commendable and befitting the loftiest patriot and the most 
modest private citizen. 
There has ever existed in man the w’ish to be cele­ 
brated. 
“The happiest of all men is he w’ho lives in conscious certainty of 
posthumous fame,” was wTitten by a Roman poet nearly 2000 years ago, and 
is as true to-day as w’hen written. 
But 'there is a vast difference between fame and notoriety. 
Fame rests 
on respect and admiratioii; notoriety is less valuable, because it is commonly 
used of things knowMi to thoir disadvantage and is at best built principally 
and usually upon the lowest order of curiosity. 
It is a habit that develops 
the coarser side of liuman nature and appeals to the lower motives. 
The philosophers tell us that the pure and manly and those that aim 
high must be simple; and if simple, must keep a large part of their life out 
of the market place. 
To accomplish this—to avoid cheap and glittering notoriety—is the hardest 
task of all. For there are these two forces constantly at war—the centripetal 
sending us out to our kind and the centrifugal drawing us in to our inner 
selves. 
It is necessary to seek social existence and so create society and to 
vindicate the fact of our personality. 
Even the prisoner objects to lose his 
Individuality, and to be kno^Yn as “No. 904.*’ There is in every man a legiti- 
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girls are unprovided for, their outlook I wate desire for the sympathy of his kind. 
is indeed a blank one. 
A inother’sduty is to so traina girl that 
slie will turn out a useful member of 
society—one ready to take up the duty 
of vrlfe and mother; but if parents per­ 
sist in crushing daughters, and treat­ 
ing them constantly as children, the 
girls become failures 
in 
life, 
and 
througJi no fault of their own.

RAISING DAIRY COWS. 
If dairj'meii would tlpi)end upon rals. 
Inpr their dairy animals tbeuiselvos. the 
I'csult would bo much more satisfac­ 
tory, as a rule, tbau to buy from stock- 
raon or speculators In a haphazard 
way any “pickups” that are ofTorpd. 
In order to besin riprlit, calves should 
be selected whoso prandams on both 
sides had n good record at the pail or 
churn; then there will be a reasonable 
hope that the calf will evolve into a 
profitable cow. 
If they are in the dairy business for 
miik, then the attention is drawn to* 
\vard the animal which will turn her 
food and energies into furnisbiug an 
abundance of milk; but if the aim be 
cream or butter wo do not care wheth­ 
er the amount of milk bo larffo or 
small, so it yields a proper amount of 
butter fat. 
But if the dairyman deems the rear­ 
ing of calves only a “side issue,” and' 
as a result gives only indifferent treat­ 
ment, ho might just as well buy his 
own cows; for a stunted calf is n piti­ 
able object, and will never fulfill its 
destiny, no matter what its after treat­ 
ment may be. 
Extravagance in the feeding of the 
calf is pardonable —par.'llmoniou.'?ness. 
never. Extravagant feeding—it would 
b3 so called by many—means fresh 
milk from the cow or new milk for at 
lea.st three weeks after the birth of the 
calf: and the calf that is not worth 
what new milk it can con.sume during 
the first few weeks of its life is not 
worth the rearing. Let me emphasize 
that the first weeks of the calf’s exis­ 
tence determines its value later on.— 
Dairy Farmer.

ODERN energy is consecriited to commerce. 
The world wants to 
produce more and more, and w’ants more and more to exchange 
its products. 
The earth is similar to a large orange that human 
labor squeezes. 
The earth itself does not suffice. 
Man borrow’^s 
from the atmosphere, from the sun, the forces disseminated in 
space. 
He takes them to multiply the products that his appetite 
claims. 
Another form of labor takes hold of the amazing products, measures them, 
classifies them, .ships them, inscribes them, counts them, pays for them, in 
order that they may increase in passing from producer to consumer, that 
they may become values by circulating merely. Wealth, like heat, is the 
daughter of motion. 
By traversing the earth, man w^idens his “prison;” his 
perpetual agitation increases in his eyes the little planet that confines him. 
It is commerce that produces these astonishing effects, or—if one w’ish— 
these singular illusions. Aided by modern invention, -Nvhich has created swift 
means of transport and of communication, commerce makes secondary in the 
present phase of history most other manifestations of human activity. 
An­ 
tiquity has known nothing similar to that. 
Men who have vrritten on social 
life considered formerly economics as an inferior part of politics. 
Commerce 
was only to assure the normal subsistence of the city’s inhabitants. 
The modern movement began to develop in the sixteenth century. 
Ger­ 
many contributed more to it than one may believe. 
In her actual develop­ 
ment Germany has done nothing more than to rediscover the processes in 
which she made experiments in the Middle Ages. The Hanseatic League vras 
an initiator. 
The example of the great modern fortunes was furnished cer­ 
tainly by the Fugger family, those bankers of Augsburg about 'Nvhom so 
uian.v interesting details appear in the “Conversations of Luther.*' 
“Fugger said that he did not know the amount of his w’ealth, for his 
money was in Turkey, in Greece, in Alexandria, in France, in Portugal, in 
Poland and in England. He could estimate only what he had in Augsburg.’' 
This is the starting point 
President McKinley, on the eve of the day 
when he w^as struck by an assassin, told the new perspectives that were 
open to the world. Ho said sagely that commercial wars Avere w^ithout profit, 
that overproduction in America had to obtain by treaties new fields. 
Europe will have to settle soon the grave and complex question of ex­ 
changes with America. The commercial future of the w’orld demands a new, 
prodigious effort of human activity. 
This explains why the young men of 
the day inclino tp a commercial career. They are impelled by a force stronger 
than they. 
Every one feels that the life of a nation depends as much upon 
activity iu time of peace as upon courage in time of wm. 


FATTENING CHICKENS IN COOPS. 
Although the cramming machine in 
the hands of an expert will probably* 
give the best results In iinished product, 
small coops for fattening chickens will 
be found the most profitable by most 
chicken raisers. These coops are used 
very largely in England and have been 
adopted successfully by the Canadian 
Government. 
The accompanying il­ 
lustration shows a coop divided into 
three parts, w’hich will hold a dozen 
chickens. 
These coops are built of 
lathe and one inch square pieces for 
the framework. Each part is two feeti 
long, sixteen inches wide and tw^enty 
inches high, which experiments have 
sjiown to be the best size. 
The coops are placed out of doors 
hi the shade, either under trees or in 
in open shed, but in severe v.^eather 
should be placed in a closed building. 
A. small V-shaped trough Is used to 
hold the feed, and water is sunplied in 
a cup, which may be fastened to the 
slats. 
Young chickens from four to 
six months of age aire commonly used 
for fattening. 
About four are pinced 
in a coop, w’here they are fed three 
times daily, as much as they will eat 
D. ^ ftTOund grain, chiefly oats. 
At or 
near the end of the period of fattening, 
which lasts from four to six weeks, a

at all times is mixed with skim milk. 
In a trial with 100 chickens, Proles* 
sor Janies W. Hobinson, of Canada, 
found that they almost doubled In 
weight in Ihlrty-slx days of feeding. 
For every pound of increase in live 
weight they consumed 5,44 pounds 
ground, oats and 0.43 pounds skim- 
milk. At $1 per 100 pounds I’ov ground 
oats and twenty cents per lUO pounds 
of skimmllk, the cost w'as nearly si.x 
and three-quarter cents per pound, gala 
for feed only. 
While the Increase In weight w'ai# 
nearly lOU per cent, this gain w'a,<i 
mostly of flesh. Three chickens dressed 
before fattening weighed, w'lth feath^ 
ers off, eight pounds and eight ounces.’ 
After tills period of fattening, threé 
chickens, of the same quality at the 
start, weighed, w’lth feathers off, >ilx« 
teen pounds four ounces, their bone* 
one pound eleven ounces, and the edible 
meat seven pounds six ounces. 
Not 
only was there a gain of about 200 pec 
cent In edible meat, but It was of much 
better quaiitj*. If all fowls, when fat­ 
tened for the market, are confined for 
a month In coops of this kind and fed 
In a similar manner, they will return 
a much higher price and greater profit. 


FARM KOTES. 
Paint all the buildings nnd tool», 
and thus keep out the moisture and 
double the life of the woodwork. 
When you get a new brush hold it 
with the hair end up and the handle 
down, spread out the bristles aud pour 
In a spoonful of good varnish, allowing 
It to become dry. This has a tendency 
to prevent the brush shedding Its brl»* 
ties w'hen It Is used, aud also keeps U 
from ehrluklug and falling to plucut.
